The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
The  polls  will  be  open  from  10  AM.  to  6  P.M. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  E^ton  in  the  County  of  Car- 
roll in  said  State,  qualified,  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Evans  Memorial  Building 
in  said  Eaton  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same,  including  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses,  elec- 
tion and  registration  expenses,  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
buildings,  Social  Security,  police  department,  fire  department,  insvir- 
ance,  planning  and  zoning,  damages  and  legal  expenses,  Civil  De- 
fense, health  department,  vital  statistics,  town  dump,  town  mainte- 
nance (summer,  winter  and  general  expenses),  street  hghting,  town 
road  aid,  town  poor,  old  age  assistance,  recreation,  cemeteries  and 
interest. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  three  (3)  amend- 
ments to  the  1973  zoning  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  planning 
board. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  if  necessary. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $6,000.00  for  a 
new  highway  truck  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $4,500.00  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the 
balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation.

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $80.00  toward  the  support  of  North  Conway  Children  and 
Youth  Project.  (C  &  Y  Project)  This  sum  to  be  used  as  rent  for  cUnic 
and  office  space.

ZONING  ORDINANCE 

THE  PLANNING  BOARD  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  EATON,  New 
Hampshire,  proposes  the  following  amendments  to  the  Town  of  Eaton 
ZONING  ORDINANCE  of  1973. 

AMENDMENT  NUMBER  ONE:  Under  Article  IV,  "General  Provi- 
sions" ADD: 

G.  RECREATIONAL  VEHICLES: 
Recreational  Vehicles  may  be  permitted  in  the  Village  and  Rural 
Residential  Districts  under  the  terms  and  conditions  listed  below: 

1.  A  Recreational  Vehicle  may  be  occupied  on  a  lot  for  not 
more  than  forty-five  (45)  days  vdthin  a  calendar  year.  At  al] 
other  times,  Recreational  Vehicles  must  be  unoccupied  and 
kept  in  an  inconspicuous  place,  either  under  cover,  or  out 
of  sight  of  pubhc  ways. 

2.  No  lot  shall  have  more  than  one  Recreational  Vehicle  per 
Dwelhng  Unit  stored  on  it.  Tenting  and  Recreational  Vehicle 
Areas  are  excepted. 

AMENDMENT  NUMBER  TWO:  Under  Article  XII,  "Definitions" 
Delete:  Mobile  Homes:  A  Mobile  Home  is  any  vehicle  used  or  so  con- 
structed  as  to  permit  its  being  used  as  a  conveyance  and  as  a 
dwelling  or  a  sleeping  place  for  one  or  more  persons,  and  pro- 
vided with  nmning  water  and  sanitary  facilities. 
Add:       Mobile  Homes:  A  vehicular,  portable  structure  whether  placed 
on  permanent  foimdations  or  not,  but  which  can  be  moved  as 
a  unit  on  its  own  wheels,  designed  for  use  as  a  year  round 
family  dwelhng  unit.  Sectional  Homes,  Modular  Homes  and 
Prefabricated  Homes  are  excepted. 
AMENDMENT  NUMBER  THREE:  Under  Article  XII,  "Definitions" 
Delete:  Travel  Trailers:  A  trailer  is  any  vehicle  or  similar  portable 
structure  intended  for  occasional  and  temporary  occupancy 
and  having  no  foimdation  other  than  wheels,  jacks,  or  skirting 
and  not  having  external  connections  for  running  water,  sani- 
tary facilities,  bath  facilities,  or  toilet. 
Add:       Recreational  Vehicles:  Camping  Trailers,  Tent  Trailers,  Motor 
Homes,  Campers,   or  any  vehiciilar  structures   designed   as 
temporary  dwellings  for  travel,  recreation,  or  vacation  use.  All 
Recreational  Vehicles  must  be  registered  by  a  state  motor  ve- 
hicle department. 
To  conform  with  the  above  definition,  the  words  "Travel  Trailers", 
wherever  they  appear  in  the  Town  of  Eaton  Zoning  Ordinance  of 
1973,  will  be  deleted  and  replaced  with  "Recreational  Vehicles."

Howard  Dickinson,  Representative  and  Mrs.  Clayton  Towle,  Senator 
and  Mrs.  Andy  Poulsen,  Members  of  the  New  Hampshire  American 
Revolution  Bicentennial  Commission  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roger  Aldrich, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Raymond  Flanagan,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Da\dd  A.  Works 
and  Mrs.  Works,  Mr.  John  F.  Page. 

The  Bicentennial  Wagon  Train  Pilgrimage  to  Pennsylvania:  the 
"Pledge  of  Rededication"  scroll  of  Eaton,  N.  H.,  signed  on  May  7, 
1976,  was  presented  to  the  Wagon  Mastei-  by  Charles  W.  Hurll, 
Eaton  Bicentennial  Committee  Chairman,  at  ceremonies  held  at  Con- 
cord, N.  H.,  May  19,  1976.  The  scroll  had  the  signatures  of  146 
Eaton  residents.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING  -  1976 

On  March  2,  1976,  at  10  a.m.  the  Moderator  opened  the  meet- 
ing by  reading  the  Town  Warrant  and  School  Warrant  for  the  elec- 
tion of  oflBcers. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same,  including  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses, 
election  and  registration  expenses,  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and 
other  buildings.  Social  Security,  police  department,  fire  department,

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestiy  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a 
joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recom- 
mend names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  per- 
son as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or 
city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  waiden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside 
jBres,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  writ- 
ten permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times 
and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  traiiis  the  local  forest  fire  organi- 
zation in  modem  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The 
State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression 
and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for 
the  past  20  years.
